This years Mr. Twin Cities Leather 2017 
weekend, sponsored by Twin Cities Leather & 
Latte, was held at The Saloon from Friday, Feb. 
14, to Sunday, Feb. 16. At least for your hum- 
ble columnist, the unplanned thread running 
through the weekend's events was the powerful 
and inspired photographic images of our com- 
munity created by two talented photographers. 

The first of those photographers was Ryan 
Coit, who was awarded the Mr. Twin Cities 
Leather 2017 title on Saturday evening, Feb. 15. 
Other contestants competing for the title were 
Steve Parker, Cerberus and Pup Buster, all of 
whom represented themselves well onstage 
and during the weekend's events. 

Friday evening's Meet & Greet was followed 
by SpANK, a special leather edition of The Sa- 
loon's popular Tank night.

Saturday evening's contest show featured 
some amazing and entertaining talent presen- 
tations by the contestants. Cerberus did some 
leather stand-up comedy; in a Muppet-themed 
performance, Pup Buster, playing Miss Piggy, 
read from 50 Shades of Grey and then topped 
Kermit the Frog, who was played by Eric 
“Pup Omega” Stafford, Mr. Minneapolis Eagle 
2017; and Steve Parker played an insatiable 
power bottom in a scene with Sir Roman, Mr. 
Minnesota Leather Sir 2016. 


Coit's entry in the talent portion of the contest 
broke one of my cardinal rules for leather fantasy 
performances: Keep the focus on the contestant, 
not on the other people appearing in the fantasy. 
But in his talent performance Coit, playing the 
part of a photographer, ignored this rule by focus- 
ing the audience's attention on the people he was 
photographing instead of on himself. The models 
were front and center in the bright stage lights, 
striking fabulous poses, while Coit stayed in the 
shadows, often with his back to the audience. 

Each of the models Coit photographed end- 
ed their segment onstage by holding up a sign 
with a statement: “I am buck tooth beautiful," 
“I am big/I am beautiful," “I am trans leather 
woman/I am beautiful, “I am trans leather 
man/I am beautiful," “I am Justin/I am beauti- 
ful,” and finally Coit held up his own sign: “I am 
a proud gay artist and leather man/ I am beau- 
tiful." I thought the performance was deeply 
moving, and at its conclusion I saw several of 
the judges wiping tears from their eyes. 

Coit, a photographer, coincidentally had an 
exhibition of his photographic work hanging 
on the walls of The Saloon at the time he was 
sashed.

A TROUPE OF LOCAL ACTORS TAKE GHOULISH 
DELIGHT IN REVIVING DEAD RADIO PLAYS

Return with us now to those thrilling 
days of yesteryear! 

This invitation was extended to the 
Greatest Generation as it indulged in 
that era’s high-tech, sound-based enter- 
tainment: radio. In those golden days of 
yore, whole families clustered and sat 
and stared hypnotically into the new- 
fangled contraption’s inverted wooden 
face as if it were a campfire, surrender- 
ing themselves to the story of a masked 
cowboy and his faithful companion, or a 
married couple whose zany union was 
composed of hilarious lies and recalci- 
trant mix-ups, or a criminal crime fight- 
er who was as invisible to his enemies as he was to his listeners. 

But every era ends. 

As the 1950s melted into myth and history, radio drama as an artform 
went the way of the dodo (or seemed to) but the dawning of another era’s 
high-tech, sound-based entertainment, this one known as “podcasts,” 
has saved these old stories from the outer edge of extinction, thanks in 
no small part to the crew at Ghoulish Delights. 

“Ghoulish Delights is my theater company, and I work with Joshua 
English Scrimshaw and Eric Webster,” explains Tim Uren, a Twin Cities- 
based actor, director, and playwright. According to its website, Ghoulish 
Delights (www.ghoulishdelights.com) is “dedicated to staging tales of 
horror and suspense.” 

Ghoulish Delights began its undead existence as a podcast dedicated 
to salvaging Golden Age radio plays, and that dedication has evolved into 
live performances in front of a live audience via a series of presentations 
appropriately known as the Mysterious Old Radio Listening Society. But 
radio’s younger cousin decides which scripts will be performed in front 
of a modern, interactive assembly. 

“When we started the podcast, we wanted our conversations to have 
a structure, and of whether or not an episode ‘stands the test of time’ was 
chosen as a way to frame our comments,” Uren remembers. “It’s also a 
way to inherently say to anyone who is new to the genre that it’s okay to 
be put off by aspects of an episode that are dated or quaint.” 

The novelty of these limbo-living scripts is a double-edged sword of 
sorts. “Writing and performing styles are typically very different now 
than they were,” Uren observes. “Technology and cultural references 
can lose their punch after a few decades. That can all be an obstacle to 
enjoying these stories, but it’s our belief that many of these broadcasts 
still deliver a powerful experience despite these obstacles.” 

Once a script has been approved for the patented Ghoulish Delights 
treatment, the cast takes the elevated stage at the James J. Hill Center,

sharing the space with a confounding 
menagerie of Rube Goldberg-esque 
equipment as varied as a vacuum pipe, 
a pair of shoes, a box of matches, and 
an inverted bicycle. A desperate dance 
of necessity perpetrated by the actors 
between lines turns these implements 
into unlikely sound effects generators, 
and those crafted noises garnish the 
extant performance. 

“We've become sensitive to each 
sound we make during the show,” 
Uren assures. “Picking up and putting 
down props that we use for sound ef- 
fects can make unintended noises. 
Since we're asking the audience to focus only on what they hear, we 
really try to avoid those sorts of bumps and clanks." 

It's the characters, however, who tell the story, thanks to the life lent 
to them by the actors, and the interaction between the actors, the charac- 
ters, and the audience can be specific to this kind of performance. "It was 
a little off-putting the first time we noticed audience members closing 
their eyes during the show,” says Uren, recounting how some members 
of the audience choose to let their fancies do the walking during the live 
shows. ^We were afraid folks were dozing off. Obviously we figured it 
out, but there was definitely a moment of panic for each of us." 

The appeal of the performances, for audience and actors alike, is the 
product of an unlikely alchemy. "It's a mix of the immediacy of live per- 
formance combined with the audience engagement of audio's theater of 
the mind,” Uren reckons. “It isn't surprising that this kind of collaborative 
storytelling produces such devoted fans. The story isn't complete until it's 
actually in the audience's heads and they add all the visual elements with 
their own imaginations. And with the live version of the show, fans can 
share their experience with others." Just like the radio experience of olde. 

Ultimately, returning to the thrilling days of yesteryear looks an aw- 
ful lot like traveling into the future. “Recently, audio storytelling is expe- 
riencing a resurgence and we're excited about the new interest in an art 
form we love," Uren sums up. ^We aspire to connect modern listeners to 
atime when this form was at a peak and to provide facts and background 
about that era. We also aim to celebrate these classic (and some not-so- 
classic) shows with those longtime fans who have loved these shows 
for decades. We are unapologetic old radio nerds with wildly infectious 
enthusiasm for the shows we love." ш

Can a minivan have any kind of “swagger?” 

Toyota thinks so. In fact, it was their way of introducing the latest Si- 
enna minivan. It has so much swagger, one cannot begin to comprehend 
it all. It is just too swaggerlicious... 

Let us not go overboard here. Swagger is cool. We often have our own 
kind of cool. After all, GLBT people are a culture of swagger, in our own 
way. Don't deny it; we just have it. 

Rainbow families have some swagger to them. It is an extension of 
who we are. Watch in June during Twin Cities Pride, or at any arts event 
where families gather together. This includes families with pets too! 

All of this sounds like the Toyota Sienna is a match made in heaven 
for us! 

The Sienna has seen its share of swagger, but it has also been passed 
up for some even more enticing minivans. We already covered the Kia 
Sedona and Chrysler Pacifica, two minivans that have advanced design 
and convenience to new levels. The Honda Odyssey we reviewed a cou- 
ple of years ago showed up with a vacuum cleaner on board. That's swag- 
ger that is off the scale! 

But, the Sienna has been known as a minivan that holds its own, even 
in the face of new competitors and unique features on other models. Our 
2017 Limited Platinum AWD model is proof of that. 

But, does it really have the swagger? 

From the outside, it might seem just plain and utilitarian. Once you 
select through the order sheet, that point becomes moot. Some models 
offer more swagger than others. The SE offers a mesh grille with some 
blackout accents, while the Limited (the model we are testing here) 
shows off a little “bling.” 

The basic design is highly functional and pretty attractive. The doors 
open extremely wide, but the tailgate opens to cut off some standing height 
for tall people. There had been some enhancements over time, including 
inclusion of LED running lights for top tier models. On this Limited tester, 
18-inch alloy wheels finish off the upmarket look of this minivan. 

Step inside to a vast expanse of space for seven passengers. The front 
seats are big, providing decent lumbar and cushion support. On the Lim- 
ited, the second row seats are separate and adjustable for recline and 
rake. Access to the third row is done with a lever on the lower side, 
enabling the cushion to fold up to the backrest, then slide away toward 
the front for the third-row seats. All three rows of seats offer plenty of 
comfort for all sorts of journeys. 

The third row is split 60/40 with a one-handle fold-down action into 
the rear cargo space that offers deep stowage. Once the third row is 
folded down, it provides a flat loading space. Once the third and second 
row seats are set aside, there is 150 cubic feet of cargo space available 
for hauling a lot of goodies. 

For the driver, the instrument panel offers great access to controls and 
readouts. The instrumentation binnacle offers big dials with a good informa-

tion display in-between them. Every control is easy to use and big enough to 
touch for proper logic. That also includes a tri-zone climate control system. 

Entune drives an integrated infotainment system. Not only does it of- 
fer connectivity for Bluetooth devices and USB tethers, but it integrates 
music file playback, SiriusXM satellite radio, and HD Radio. For second- 
and third-row passengers, there is a drop down 16.4-inch flat screen 
viewer driven by a BluRay player for movies to be shown. JBL offers the 
speakers positioned throughout the Sienna's cabin, which can also emit 
the driver's voice via Driver Easy Speak, a feature enabling someone to 
tell the back seat passengers to quiet down... or something like that. 

New for 2017 is a complete update on the entire driveline. First off, the 
3.5-liter engine has been updated to now provide 296 horsepower and 263 
pound-feet of torque. Then, Toyota installed its all-new eightspeed auto- 
matic transmission, designed to deliver improved fuel economy than before. 
Our tester was offered with a unique feature: all-wheel drive. Only Toyota 
offers AWD on a minivan these days, and it's a good system delivering pow- 
er when traction is necessary. The drivetrain is also powerful, with smooth 
shifts from the transmission and solid response from the accelerator pedal. 

This setup also offers a 3,500-pound towing capacity. While driving 
4,500 pounds worth of minivan, the Sienna did turn an average of 19.8 
MPG in our care. 

The ride quality is quite good in the Sienna. It is expected for a big 
family hauler to have a very supple and smooth ride, it is even better 
when it works hard to absorb potholes and other road imperfections 
along the way. This minivan is very smooth through the curves, too. 
The 4,500-pound vehicle only leans a tad and offers balanced handing 
through and through. 

Steering operation is solid with a tight turning radius for a minivan, 
which means making tough turns easier. It is easy to direct and quick 
when making the turns. Braking is decent, with solid distances in normal 
and panic stops. Active safety features on this Sienna include blind spot 
monitoring, rear-view camera and parking sensors. 

Pricing for the Sienna starts at $29,750 for a front-drive L model. This 
Limited Platinum AWD tester resides on the complete opposite end of 
the pricing spectrum, coming in with a sticker price of $49,079. 

In the minivan business, finding a clear choice for a family convey- 
ance is based on which features one would want. Rather, how one ap- 
proaches driving it. Among the ones out in the market, the Toyota Si- 
enna offers a straightforward, no-nonsense approach to everything. It is 
also quite a good driving minivan, too! 

But, what that does that say for the state of the minivan for rainbow 
families? Being straightforward and no-nonsense could mean that it is de- 
void of “swagger.” On the contrary. Considering the right trim level and 
equipment on board, the Toyota Sienna has enough swagger for the family 
to arrive safely, securely, and in a good mood, even when they come home 
from a full day at the museum or a night out at a fantastic restaurant. Bi
